1961  SUMMER  SESSION 

We  extend  a  cordial  welcome  to  all  who  will  enroll  or  otherwise 
participate  in  the  terms  of  the  1961  Summer  Sesson  of  Appalachian  State 
Teachers  College.  Once  again  the  director  of  the  summer  session  and 
his  associates  have  developed  an  impressive  and  comprehensive  program 
of  courses,  workshops,  conferences,  seminars,  and  other  special  features  in 
keeping  not  only  with  the  growth  of  the  college,  but  also  in  harmony  with 
the  quality  and  diversity  for  which  the  college  is  known.

In  addition  to  a  broad  program  of  offerings  reaching  f.om  the 
freshman  year  through  the  master's  degree,  we  are  pleased  to  announce 
that  again  there  will  be  conducted  on  the  campus  a  summer  Institute  in 
Science  for  Selected  High  School  Students  at  the  Junior  and  Senior 
levels.  Furthermore,  and  for  the  first  time,  a  Foreign  Language  Institute 
will  be  conducted  on  the  campus  with  a  grant  provided  under  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act.  This  Institute,  the  only  such  one  to  be 
conducted  in  North  Carolina  during  the  summer  of  1961,  will  enroll 
forty-eight  selected  high  school  teachers  of  foreign  languages — twenty- 
four  in  French  and  twenty-four  in  Spanish. 

Our  summer  session  is  thought  to  be  the  fourth  quarter  of  a  four- 
quarter  year,  and  its  offerings  are  designed  on  this  principle.  Our  regular 
faculty,  however,  is  augmented  for  the  summer  by  visiting  members  from 
institutions  scattered  throughout  the  United   States. 

We  look  forward  to  a  busy  and  productive  summer,  and  invite  you 
to  join  us  in  it.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  is  supported  by  North  Carolina 
for  the  education  of  teachers.  The  college  has  enjoyed  remarkable  growth 
and  development  along  all  lines.  It  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  known 
teachers  colleges  of  the  South.  The  summer  session  has  grown  in  size  of 
student  body,  scope  of  work  offered,  and  quality  of  work  done.  For  the 
past  several  summers  the  total  enrollment  has  been  from  two  thousand 
to  twenty-five  hundred  each  summer.  Here  the  summer  session  student 
has  an  opportunity  to  meet  and  to  exchange  ideas  concerning  school  work 
with  teachers  from  every  section  of  North  Carolina  and  from  practically 
every  southern  state.  To  provide  the  best  instruction  for  Appalachian 
students,  the  college  secures  outstanding  people  in  their  special  fields 
for  the  summer  session  faculty. 

The  educational  ideal  of  the  college  is  that  every  child  in  North 
Carolina  and  the  South  be  taught  by  a  person  of  vigorous  health,  of 
high  mentality,  of  pleasing  personality,  of  sterling  character,  of  thorough 
scholarship,  of  high  professional  spirit,  and  of  developed  skill  in  the  art 
of  teaching.  To  this  purpose  and  ideal  the  college  will  devote  its  entire 
resources  and  energy  in  a  whole-hearted  manner. 

LOCATION 

Boone,  the  county  east  of  Watauga  County,  is  located  in  the  north- 
west corner  of  North  Carolina.  It  is  a  thriving  mountain  town  of  three 
thousand  inhabitants.  It  is  close  to  the  crest  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains; 
the  elevation  of  the  college  campus  is  3,333  feet  above  sea  level.  Boone 
is  100  miles  from  Charlotte,  95  miles  from  Winston-Salem,  85  miles  from 
Asheville,  130  miles  from  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina,  200  miles  from 
Columbia,  South  Carolina,  250  miles  from  Augusta,  Georgia,  320  miles 
from  Atlanta,  Georgia,  510  miles  from  Jacksonville,  Florida,  505  miles 
from  Tallahassee,  Florida,  and  593  miles  from  Meridian,  Mississippi. 
Excellent   highways  lead    into    Boone    from   all   sections  of  the   country. 

Boone  is  the  point  of  intersection  for  United  States  Highways  221, 
321,  and  421.  It  is  four  miles  from  the  famous  Park-to  Park  Highways, 
which  connects  the  Shenandoah  and  Great  Smoky  Mountain  national 
parks. 

CLIMATE 

The  Appalachian  Summer  Session  is  the  highest  east  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  Boone's  elevation  of  3,333  feet  is  more  than  1,200  feet  higher 
than  that  of  any  other  summer  school  in  the  South.  This  assures  a 
summer  climate  unequaled  elsewhere.  The  days  are  refreshing  and 
pleasant;  the  nights  require  blankets  for  comfort.  Electric  fans  are  not 
needed;  it  has  been  known  to  frost  in  July  and  August.  Here  is  the 
coolest  place  south  of  New  England  and  east  of  the  Rockies.  Rich 
Mountain,  nearby,  rises  1,500  feet  higher  than  the  campus.  Here  the 
trees  are  the  greenest;  the  sky  the  bluest;  the  water  the  clearest.  Snow 
birds  nest  among  the  galax  and  the  rhododendron.  The  teacher  who 
wishes  to  combine  a  summer  of  study  with  one  of  recreation  in  the  cool 
mountain  breezes  will  find  opportunity  here  offered  at  no  other  place 
in  the  South. 

RECREATION  AND  SIGHTSEEING 

Opportunities  for  recreation  at  Boone  are  unequaled.  Four  major 
tourist  attractions  are  located  in  the  area.  The  Blowing  Rock  is  eight 
miles   from    the    campus.    Grandfather    Mountian   is    fifteen    miles    away. 
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"Tweetsie,"  the  last  narrow-gauge  railroad  is  eastern  America,  is  four 
miles  out.  "  Horn  in  the  West,"  the  widely  acclaimed  outdoor  drama,  is 
within  the  town  of  Boone.  This  section  is  unsurpassed  in  Eastern  America 
for  scenic  beauty  and  grandeur.  One  can  play  tennis  and  gold,  hike,  moun- 
tain climb,  go  on  tours,  swim,  wade,  fish  for  trout  and  bass,  or  just  sit 
back  in  the  shade  and  rest. 


LIVING  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  college  dormitories  will  accommodate  approximately  1200  stu- 
dents. Desirable  living  arrangements  for  several  hundred  students  are 
available  in  the  town.  A  representative  of  the  college  will  be  on  duty 
during  the  opening  days  of  each  term  to  assist  students  who  may  desire 
rooms  in  private  homes.  Students  who  room  in  private  homes  may  take 
their  meals  in  the  college  cafeteria. 

Rooming  facilities  are  available  for  married  couples  provided  both 
are  registered  as  students.  The  college  has  no  housing  facilities  for 
children. 


CAFETERIA 

Appalachian  is  fortunate  in  having  an  excellent  A-Grade  cafeteria, 
modern  in  every  respect.  Two  counters  make  it  possible  for  the  students 
to  be  served  speedily  and  satisfactorily.  The  meals  are  planned  by  a 
trained  dietitian  and  are  prepared  and  served  by  a  corps  of  capable 
assistants.  Every  effort  is  made  to  give  maximum  satisfaction  at  mini- 
mum cost.  All  students  living  in  the  dormitories  will  be  expected  to  take 
their  meals  in  the  cafeteria,  and  all  students  living  in  college  apartments 
or  cottages  have  the  privilege  of  doing  so.  A  minimum  charge  of  $40.00 
will  be  made  for  the  first  term,  $35.00  for  the  second  term,  and  $15.00 
for  each  two-week  term.  Meal  tickets  will  be  issued  to  cover  these 
amounts.  Additional  tickets  may  be  purchased. 

CREDITS  OBTAINABLE 

Appalachian  credit  is  listed  in  quarter  hours.  The  amount  of  college 
credit  which  a  student  may  earn  during  each  summer  term  is  nine 
quarter  (six  semester)  hours.  However,  students  with  a  superior  rating 
may  earn  as  much  as  twelve  quarter  (eight  semester)  hours  during  one 
summer  term,  provided  the  application  is  properly  approved  by  the 
registrar  at  the  time  of  registration.  Nine  quarter  hours  is  the  maximum 
amount  of  graduate  credit  obtainable  in  one  term. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SUMMER  SESSION 

Students  working  for  certification  credit  only  need  not  file  an  applica- 
tion for  admission.  A  student  desiring  to  earn  credit  at  Appalachian  to 
transfer  to  another  institution  should  make  definite  prior  arrangements 
as  to  subjects  he  will  take  with  the  institution  which  is  to  receive  the 
transcript,  and  before  registering,  present  a  letter  certifying  that  he  is 
in  good  standing  at  that  college  or  university. 

High  school  students  who  have  not  attended  college  previously  and 
students  who  desire  to  work  toward  a  baccalaureate  degree  at  this 
institution  must  file  an  application  for  admission  and  a  medical  examina- 
tion blank.  These  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  registrar. 

Specific  requirements  for  admission  to  graduate  study  are  listed 
on  page  32. 
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TYPES  OF  WORK  OFFERED 

All  work  offered  in  the  summer  session  counts  either  toward  the 
Bachelor's  degree  or  the  Master  of  Arts  degree.  Special  efforts  is  made  to 
provide  courses  to  meet  the  needs  of  teachers  all  over  the  South.  Special 
provision  is  made  for: 

1.  Those  working  toward  a  Bachelor's  degree. 

2.  Those  who  are  meeting  the  requirements  for  certification  in  other 

states.

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AUDITORS 

A  student  enrolled  at  the  college  or  a  student  with  a  satisfactory 
record  of  experience  and  education  may  be  admitted  to  specific  courses 
as  an  auditor  with  the  consent  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  the  in- 
structor concerned.  A  student  who  audits  a  course  must  register  in  the 
Registrar's  office,  but  will  not  receive  grade  or  credit  on  the  course. 
Auditors  pay  the  regular  tuition  and  fees.

The  residence  of  teachers  and  other 
educational  workers  who  register  as  graduate  students  will  be  presumed 
to  be  their  teaching  addresses. 

A  uniform  amount  of  tuition  and  fees  is  charged  graduate  students, 
regardless  of  the  number  of  hours  taken.

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SPECIAL  NOTES  CONCERNING  FEES  AND  CHARGES 

Note  1.  In  determining  residence  in  relation  to  charges  for  tuition  and 
fees  the  following  principles  will  apply.  The  residence  of  an 
undergraduate  student  who  is  not  a  teacher  is  presumed  to  be 
the  same  as  that  of  his  parents,  The  residence  of  teachers  and 
other  educational  workers,  undergraduate  and  graduate,  is 
presumed  to  be  the  same  as  his  teaching  address. 

Note  2.  All  two-week  terms  are  separate,  and  new  registrations  will  be 
required  for  each. 

Note  3.     No  transcripts  of  credit  will  be  released  until  all  fees  are  paid. 

Note  4-  Extra  fees  are  charged  for  some  courses.  See  course  descriptions 
beginning  on  page  42. 

Note  5.  The  above  fees  for  rooms  include  lights  and  hot  and  cold 

running  water.  Each  room  is  furnished  with  plain  but  substan- 
tial furniture.  Students  must  furnish  their  own  bed  linens, 
blankets,  pillows,  towels,  and  toilet  articles.  Students  are  re- 
quired to  keep  their  rooms  clean  and  sanitary. 

Note  6.  After  registration  is  completed,  a  charge  of  one  dollar  will 

be  made  for  a  change  in  a  student's  course  of  study. 

Note  7.  A  late  registration  fee  not  to  exceed  $5.00  will  be  charged 

a  student  registering  after  the  first  day  of  each  term. 


REFUNDS  AND  WITHDRAWALS 

A  student  who  for  any  reason  withdraws  from  the  college  before  the 
end  of  any  term  will  have  a  proportionate  part  of  the  amount  paid  for 
board  refunded.  If  a  student  withdraws  before  registration  for  the  term 
is  closed,  one-half  of  the  fees  for  room  and  tuition  will  also  be  refunded. 
Refunds  will  be  calculated  from  the  date  of  the  official  withdrawal  from 
the  college. 


ROOM  RESERVATIONS 

Any  person  desiring  to  room  in  a  dormitory  for  six  weeks  should 
send  $20.00  with  his  request  for  reservation.  Any  person  desiring  to 
room  in  a  dormitory  for  two  weeks  should  send  $10.00  with  his  request 
for  reservation.  Room  reservations  will  not  be  made  for  the  second  term 
until  July  1.  Rooms  are  assigned  in  the  order  in  which  the  reservation 
fees  are  received  in  the  office  of  the  Vice-President  and  Comptroller. 
The  reservation  fee  will  be  deducted  from  the  room  rent  when  the 
student  registers  for  the  term  for  which  reservation  was  made.  Rooms 
will  not  be  held  after  the  second  day  of  registration.  This  reservation 
fee  will  be  refunded  if  the  student  notifies  the  college  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  opening  of  the  term  for  which  the  reservation  ions  made. 

HOUSING  FOR  WOMEN  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

A  woman  graduate  student  who  wishes  to  live  in  a  section  with 
other  graduate  students  should  state  in  her  letter  requesting  a.  room 
reservation  that  she  is  a  graduate  student  and  that  she  wishes  to 
live  in  a  graduate  section.  To  reserve  rooms  students  should  write 
lirectly  to  the  Vfrce-President  and  Comptroller,  Appalachian  State 
Teachers  College,  Boone,  North  Carolina. 
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LAUNDRY 

The  college  operates  its  own  laundry  and  dry  cleaning  plant  for 
those  students  living  in  the  dormitories.  Since  the  rates  are  low,  it  is 
necessary  to  have  an  assured  income  with  which  to  defray  expenses. 
A  minimum  charge  of  $6.00  per  term  is  made  to  each  student  living  in 
the  dormitories. 

BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES 

Books,  tools,  equipment,  and  supplies  may  be  obtained  at  the  college 
bookstore. 

NATIONAL  DEFENSE  EDUCATION  ACT  LOAN  FUND 

The  college  participates  in  the  Student  Loan  Fund  Program  establish- 
ed by  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958. 


LIBRARY 

The  college  has  a  very  fine  library  building,  fireproof  and  modern 
in  every  respect.  It  will  accommodate  four  hundred  students  at  one 
time,  and  provides  twenty-four  carrels  for  graduate  students.  It  now  has 
more  than  90,000  volumes. 


READING  CENTER 

The  college  operates  a  reading  center  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
Education  Building  for  persons  who  need  and  request  diagnostic  and 
remedial  instruction.  These  services  are  available  to  persons  at  all  levels, 
elementary,  secondary,  and  college.  The  center  also  serves  as  a  laboratory 
where  college  students  observe  and  obtain  experience  working  with  per- 
sons who  need  help  with  reading.  Persons  who  desire  information  con- 
cerning the  center  should  write  Director  of  Reading  Center,  Appalachian 
State  Teachers  College. 


THE  LABORATORY  SCHOOLS 

The  elementary  demonstration  school  will  open  on  June  19  and  close 
on  August  4.  The  high  school  will  open  on  June  12  and  close  on  August 
4.  The  work  in  the  elementary  school  will  cover  seven  grades.  The 
work  in  the  high  school  will  cover  the  high  school  subjects.  The  demon- 
stration classes  are  taught  by  regular  and  visiting  faculty  members  of 
the  schools. 

Persons  who  register  as  students  of  the  college  in  the  summer  may 
enter  their  children  in  the  elementary  school.  The  charge  is  $5.00  for 
North  Carolina  residents  and  $7.50  for  out-of-state  residents.  All  students 
will  furnish  their  own  books  and  supplies.  There  are  usually  more 
applicants  than  can  be  accommodated.  Applications  for  admission  to  the 
elementary  school  should  be  made  to  the  principal  before  April  15,  1961. 
Applicants  will  be  notified  of  admission  or  rejection  by  May  15.  For 
application  blanks  or  additional  information  about  the  elementary  school,, 
write:

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High  school  students  who  are  North  Carolina  residents  are  charged 
a  fee  of  $10.00  per  unit;  out-of-state  students  pay  a  fee  of  $15.00  per 
unit  of  credit  in  the  summer  term.  Until  the  classes  are  filled  the 
high  school  students,  by  intensive  work,  may  earn  one  to  one  and  a  half 
unit  of  credit  in  the  summer  term.  Until  the  classes  are  filled  the 
high  school  will  be  open  to  students  of  good  moral  character. 

Appalachian  High  School  also  offers  a  school  camp  program  for  high 
school  students.  School  camp  students  will  attend  classes  in  the  morning 
and  participate  in  recreational  activities  and  supervised  study  the  re- 
mainder of  the  time.  The  school  camp  is  located  at  Lees-McRae  College 
in  Banner  Elk,  about  twenty  miles  from  Boone.  Correlated  with  the 
camp  program  is  a  remedial  reading  program.  For  additional  information 
about  the  high  school  campus  work  or  the  school  camp  program,  write:

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HISTORY 

Graduate  study  leading  to  the  Master's  degree  was  first  offered  at 
Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  during  the  summer  session  of  1942. 
During  that  summer  fifty-one  students  enrolled  in  the  graduate  division. 
Each  succeeding  summer  has  seen  an  increased  enrollment  over  that  of 
the  preceding  summer.  The  work  offered  during  the  summer  sessions  1942- 
'47  was  on  a  cooperative  basis  with  the  University  of  North  Carolina, 
With  that  institution  giving  full  credit  toward  the  Master's  degree.  During 
the  summer  session  of  1948,  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  began 
to  accept  qualified  students  as  candidates  for  the  Master  of  Arts  degree. 
The  College  was  approved  as  a  graduate  school  by  the  American  Associ- 
ation of  Colleges  for  Teacher  Education,  February  26,   1949. 

AIMS  AND  OBJECTIVES  OF  THE  GRADUATE  DIVISION 

The  primary  aim  of  the  Graduate  Division  is  to  add  to  the  competency 
of  teachers  and  other  educational  workers.  The  entire  graduate  program 
is  made  as  functional  as  possible  in  order  to  carry  out  this  aim.  Each 
course  offered  is  justified  in  terms  of  the  contributions  which  it  makes 
toward  a  realization  of  the  general  aim  of  the  program  and  the  specific 
objectives  of  the  individual  students.  Both  functional  and  scientific  in 
their  approach  the  objectives  of  the  Graduate  Division  are  to  prepare 
master  teachers,  supervisors,  and  administrators. 

The  Graduate  Division  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
advanced  study  leading  to  the  Master  of  Arts  degree.  The  work  is  offered 
during  the  summer  session  and  the  three  quarters  of  the  regular  session. 
A  maximum  of  nine  quarter  hours  may  be  earned  in  a  six-week  summer 
term  and  fifteen  quarter  hours  in  a  quarter  in  the  regular  session. 

EXTENSION  AND  SATURDAY  CLASSES 

Based  upon  requests  from  the  administrators  of  school  systems  in 
northwestern  North  Carolina,  the  college  offers  in-service  courses  for 
teachers  and  other  school  personnel.  These  usually  take  the  form  of 
workshops  which  are  given  at  a  central  place  in  the  school  unit  which 
has  requested  the  in-service  training.  Graduate  students  who  attend  these 
in-service  training  courses  may  take  as  much  as  nine  quarter  hours  of 
graduate  credit  and  count  it  toward  the  requirements  for  a  Master's  de- 
gree. This  type  of  work  will  not  reduce  the  minimum  residence  require- 
ments of  36  weeks,  but  can  be  used  to  replace  the  6  weeks  of  additional 
residence  of  students  who  do  not  write  a  thesis.  In  addition  to  the 
in-service  courses  Appalachian  offers  graduate  work  on  campus  on  Satur- 
days during  the  fall  and  spring  quarters.  By  attending  Saturday  classes 
during  any  one  quarter,  graduate  students  may  earn  six  quarter  hours 
of  graduate  credit,  but  not  more  than  18  quarter  hours  of  Saturday 
course  credit  may  be  applied  toward  the  Master's  Degree. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  GRADUATE  DIVISION 

Admission  to  advanced  study  is  determined  by  the  following: 

1.  A  baccalaureate  degree  from  a  college  or  university  of  recognized 
standing. 

2.  An  undergraduate  academic  average  of  at  least  C  plus.  Students  with 
lower  academic  average  may,  with  the  permission  of  the  Graduate 
Council,  register  for  advanced  work  and  upon  the  satisfactory  comple- 
tion of  one  quarter  of  work  reapply. 

3.  An  application  for  admission  made  on  a  special  form,  obtainable  on 
request,  and  submitted  with  complete  transcripts  of  all  previous  college 
work,  unless  done  at  this  institution,  at  least  one  month  before  the 
candidate  plans  to  begin  graduate  study. 
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4.  Two  reference  ratings,  one  of  which  must  be  from  a  college  administra- 
tor or  head  of  the  department  in  the  candidate's  undergraduate  field 
of  study. 

5.  Freedom  from  serious  physical,  personality,  and  speech  defects. 

6.  An  undergraduate  background  appropriate  for  advanced  work  in  the 
proposed  area.  If  the  student  intends  to  become  a  candidate  for  the 
Master  of  Arts  degree  with  a  Major  in  Education,  he  must  present  a 
minimum  of  twenty-seven  quarter  hours  (eighteen  semester  hours)  of 
undergraduate  credit  in  education  and  related  courses.  For  prerequi- 
sites in  other  academic  areas  he  should  consult  the  chairman  of  gradu- 
ate work  in  the  area. 

7.  A  record  of  successful  teaching  experience  or  satisfactory  completion 
of  student  teaching. 

8.  An  applicant  must  hold,  or  be  eligible  to  hold,  a  North  Carolina  "A" 
teaching  certificate  in  his  chosen  field  or  the  comparable  certificate  in 
another  state. 

9.  Any  candidate  for  a  bachelor's  degree  who  lacks  not  more  than  twelve 
quarter  hours  of  undergraduate  work  may  take  graduate  courses  to 
make  a  total  of  not  more  than  fifteen  quarter  hours  in  a  quarter. 

REGISTRATION 

Graduate  students  register  on  the  regular  registration  days  at  the 
beginning  of  each  quarter  and  summer  term.  Registration  dates  are 
shown  in  the  calendar.  Initial  registration  is  contingent  upon  the  receipt 
and  approval  of  transcripts  of  all  work  completed  in  other  institutions. 
Transcripts  of  undergraduate  and  of  graduate  work  done  elsewhere 
should  be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Graduate  Studies  well  in 
advance  of  initial  registration. 

ADMISSION  TO  CANDIDACY  FOR  THE 
MASTER'S  DEGREE 

Admission  to  graduate  study  does  not  carry  with  it  admission  to  can- 
didacy for  the  Master's  degree.  Admission  to  candidacy  for  the  degree 
is  acted  upon  after  one  quarter  of  graduate  study  in  this  institution.  Ad- 
mission to  candidacy  for  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  is  contingent  further 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  student's  advisory  committee  and  the 
approval  of  the  Graduate  Council.  Before  being  accepted  finally  as  a 
candidate  for  a  degree,  a  student  will  be  expected  to  have: 

1.  Given  evidence  of  personal  and  professional  fitness   to  become  a 
candidate  for  the  degree. 

2.  Attained   a   satisfactory    level    of   competence    through    pre-service 
or  in-service  teaching  experience. 

3.  Demonstrated  ability  to  do  satisfactory  and  creditable  work  at  the 
graduate  level. 

Before  filing  an  Application  for  Admission  to  Candidacy,  the  student 
will  be  required  to  take  certain  general  qualifying  examinations.  These 
examinations  may  be  oral  or  written  or  both.  Advisors  may  arrange 
with  the  Director  of  Graduate  Studies  for  the  administration  of  any 
special  qualifying  examinations. 

Each  student  shall  file  with  the  Director  of  Graduate  Studies  an  Ap- 
plication for  Admission  to  Candidacy  before  the  end  of  the  quarter  in 
which  he  will  complete  twelve  quarter  hours  of  graduate  credit  at  Ap- 
palachian State  Teachers  College.  Blanks  for  this  purpose  may  be  obtained 
at  the  Graduate  Office,  and  assistance  in  filing  them  in  will  be  given  by 
the  student's  advisory  committee. 
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PROGRAM  OF  COURSE  WORK 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  may  be  conferred  upon  a  student, 
who,  having  been  accepted  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree,  competes 
with  high  credit  the  program  of  work  which  accompanies  his  Application 
for  Admission  to  Candidacy.  This  program  shall  include  a  minimum  of 
forty-five  quarter  hours  of  advanced  work,  inclusive  of  course  work  and 
individual  problems,  so  planned  as  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
student's  advisory  committee  and  the  Graduate  Council.  In  addition  to 
thirty-nine  quarter  hours  of  regular  course  work,  the  student  shall  write 
a  thesis  in  either  his  minor  or  his  major  field  of  interest  for  six  quarter 
hours  of  credit.  The  thesis  should  shew,  among  other  characteristics.. 

(a)  Ability  of  the  candidate  to  work  independently  on  an  approved 
problem. 

(b)  A  reasonably  wide  familiarity  with  the  literature  of  the  field  of 
specialization. 

(c)  A  practical  working  knowledge  of  research  methods. 

(d)  Conclusions  supported   by  data. 

The  student  must  present  his  thesis  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
degree  is  to  be  conferred.  The  thesis  must  be  approved  by  the  major 
and  minor  professors  and  by  the  Director  of  Graduate  Studies,  and  must 
conform  to  the  regulations  approved  by  the  Graduate  Council  for  writing 
theses.  Four  typewritten  copies  of  the  thesis,  the  original  and  first  three 
carbons,  together  with  costs  for  having  them  bound,  must  be  filed  in  the 
college  library  at  least  one  week  before  the  degree  is  conferred. 

In  the  writing  of  the  thesis  Campbell's  Form  Book  for  Thesis 
Writing  (latest  edition)  is  the  approved  guide  for  form.  With  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Director  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  thesis  committee,  the 
form  may  be  varied  to  meet  the  requirements  of  publishers  if  the  manu- 
script is   to   be  printed. 

Four  copies  of  the  approval  sheet  must  be  prepared  by  the  student. 
One  copy  is  bound  with  each  copy  of  the  thesis. 

Four  copies  of  an  abstract  of  the  thesis  of  not  more  than  two  type- 
written pages,  giving  the  problem,  the  procedure,  and  the  results,  must 
be  filed  with  the  thesis  after  the  abstract  has  been  approved  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  thesis  committee. 


WAIVER  OF  THESIS  REQUIREMENT 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  student's  Advisory  Committee  and 
approval  of  the  Graduate  Council,  the  thesis  requirement  may  be  waived, 
provided  the  candidate  completes  forty-two  weeks  in  residence  and  a 
minimum  of  fifty-four  hours  of  credit. 


TRANSFER  CREDIT 

Under  certain  circumstances  a  student  who  holds  a  Bachelor's  degree 
from  an  approved  college  or  university,  and  who  has  taken  graduate  work 
at  some  approved  institution,  may  arrange  to  tranfer  as  much  as  nine 
quarter  hours  of  graduate  credit  to  be  applied  toward  the  requirements 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  provided  the  work  is  done  in  residence 
within  six  years  preceding  the  date  on  which  the  degree  is  conferred. 
This  transfer  credit,  however,  will  not  reduce  the  minimum  residence  re- 
quirement of  thirty-six  weeks. 

PREREQUISITES 

Except  for  those  preparing  to  teach  in  junior  college,  students  who 
intend  to  become  candidates  for  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  are  required 
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to  present  a  minimum  of  twenty-seven  quarter  hours  (18  semester  hours) 
of  undergraduate  credit  in  education  and  related  courses.  Graduate  work 
in  both  education  and  academic  courses  presupposes  certain  undergradu- 
ate course  prerequisites  or  an  equivalent  background  acquired  through 
experience. 

MAJOR  AND  MINOR  REQUIREMENTS 

All  students  who  expect  to  become  candidates  for  the  Master's  degree 
will  major  in  Education,  Biology,  English,  Mathematics,  Social  Science, 
Physical  Education,  Business  Education,  Library  Science,  Music,  or 
Counseling.  They  may  select  their  minors  from  Biology,  English,  Library 
Science,  Mathematics,  Music,  Social  Science,  Physical  Education,  Counsel- 
ing, or  Business  Education.  A  major  will  consist  of  twenty-seven  quarter 
hours;  a  minor,  eighteen  hours  in  one  subject  field,  except  for  elementary 
majors  who  may  take  their  minor  from  as  many  as  four  fields. 

MINIMUM  RESIDENCE 

A  residence  of  at  least  one  academic  year  or  its  equivalent  in  summer 
sessions  is  required.  The  summer  session  equivalent  is  a  minimum  of  six 
terms  of  six  weeks  each.  In  order  to  establish  six  weeks  of  residence  in 
the  summer  session,  a  student  must  carry  a  minimum  of  6  quarter  hours 
of  graduate  credit  during  the  six-week  term,  In  order  to  establish  twelve 
weeks  of  residence  in  the  summer  session  a  student  must  carry  a  mini- 
mum of  12  quarter  hours  of  graduate  credit  and  register  and  be  in  atten- 
dance for  both  terms   (12  weeks). 

TIME  LIMIT 

All  work,  to  be  acceptable  for  credit  toward  the  requirements  for  the 
Master's  degree,  must  have  been  completed  within  a  period  of  six  years 
preceding  the  date  on  which  the  degree  is  conferred. 

COURSE  GRADES  AND  CREDIT 

The  grading  system — A,  B,  C,  D,  F,  and  Inc. — is  used  to  report 
the  quality  of  credit.  The  forty-five  quarter  hours  of  graduate  credit 
accepted  in  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  for  the  Master's  degree  shall 
average  not  lower  than  "B"  grade  and  no  credit  other  than  under- 
graduate certification  credit  shall  be  granted  for  a  grade  below  a  "C". 
Course  work  reported  "Incomplete"  muse  be  completed  within  a  year  of 
the  official  ending  of  the  course. 

DEGREE  NOT  CONFERRED  IN  ABSENTIA 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  are  required  to  be  pre- 
sent at  the  commencement  exercises  in  the  prescribed  academic  costume. 
Exceptions  to  this  regulation  shall  be  granted  only  upon  approval  of  the 
Director  of  Graduate  Studies  and  the  President  of  the  college. 

Fellowships 

Appalachian  State  Teachers  College  offers  only  a  limited  number  of 
Graduate  Fellowships  for  the  summer  session,  the  stipends  ranging  from 
$100  to  $200  for  the  summer. 

For  the  regular  term  Appalachian  offers  43  fellowships  distributed 
among  the  following  departments:    Biology,    Business   Education,   Educa- 
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tion,  English,  Library  Science,  Mathematics,  Music,  Physical  Education, 
and  Social  Studies.  Fellowships  and  assistantships  are  also  available  in 
public  relations,  dormitory  counseling,  and  athletics.  Four  research  fel- 
lowships paying  stipends  of  $1000  each  are  available  to  especially  quali- 
fied persons.  Fellowship  stipends  range  for  $450  to  $2000.  The  fellows 
carry  academic  loads  ranging  from  9  to  15  quarter  hours,  depending  upon 
the  classification  of  the  fellowship. 

A  two-year  program  for  the  preparation  of  junior  college  teachers 
combines  graduate  study  with  supervised  college  teaching.  The  program 
leads  to  the  M.A.  degree  and  one  year  of  college  teaching  experience  in 
biology,  business  education,  health  and  physical  education,  mathematics, 
music  or  social  studies.  An  applicant  for  one  of  these  fellowships  is  ex- 
pected to  have  an  average  of  at  least  B  on  his  undergraduate  work. 
Teaching  experience,  though  desirable,  is  not  required.  The  stipend  is 
$3000,  paid  on  the  basis  of  $1000  for  the  first  year  and  $2000  for  the 
second  year.  Five  fellowships  are  available. 

Consideration  for  a  fellowship  is  based  upon  a  formal  application 
made  on  a  Graduate  School  form.  Applications  for  fellowships  are  con- 
sidered after  applicants  have  been  approved  for  admission  to  the  Gradu- 
ate School.  Persons  interested  in  applying  should  write  to  the  Director 
of  Graduate  Studies. 


INTERNSHIP  IN  EDUCATIONAL  ADMINISTRATION 

Arrangements  may  be  made  for  certain  students  to  serve  as  internes 
under  exceptionally  good  administrators  to  gain  actual  experience  as 
principal,  supervisor  of  instruction,  or  superintendent.  The  program 
may  be  set  up  to  allow  either  a  full  quarter  of  internship  or  for  part- 
time  internship  while  employed  in  a  school  system.

FIELD  EXPERIENCE  IN  TEACHING  READING 

The  college  has  a  cooperative  program  with  the  Charlotte  City 
Schools  which  makes  it  possible  for  graduate  students  to  take  nine  hours 
of  work  in  the  Charlotte  Reading  Center.  This  work  is  supervised  by  the 
Charlotte    Reading    Center    Staff    and    the    college.    (See    Education    569) 

THE  GRADUATE  CLUB 

The  purpose  of  the  Graduate  Club  are  (1)  to  act  as  a  liaison  between 
the  students  of  the  Graduate  School  and  the  administration;  (2)  to 
suggest  improvements  of  the  graduate  program,  (3)  to  provide  a  means 
of  sponsoring  educational  and  social  activities.

Summer  Institute  for  twenty-four  high  school  teachers  of  French  and

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INFORMATION  CONCERNING  REGULAR 

ACADEMIC  YEAR 

(Undergraduate) 

ADMISSIONS 

All  correspondence  concerning  admission  to  the  College  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Registrar,  Appalachian  State  Teachers  College,  Boone, 
N.  C.  Students  may  be  admitted  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall,  winter, 
spring,  or  summer  quarters.  For  any  quarter  early  application  is  advis- 
able. The  College  admits  applicants  whose  preparation,  ability,  interest, 
character,  and  general  fitness  indicate  that  they  can  do  successful  college 
work.  Taken  into  consideration  are  the  quality  of  the  applicant's  acade- 
mic record,  test  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board,  recommendations,  and  health  record. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Admission  as  first  year  freshmen  may  be  by  certificate  of  high 
school  graduation  or  by  certificate  and  examination.  Graduates  of  ac- 
credited high  schools  who  rank  in  the  upper  sevently-five  percent  of 
their  graduating  classes  are  eligible  for  admission  as  freshmen.  Begin- 
ning with  the  class  entering  in  June  or  September  of  1961,  applicants 
will  be  expected  to  present  at  least  two  units  in  mathematics,  which  must 
be  two  units  of  algebra  or  one  unit  of  algebra  and  one  unit  of  plane 
geometry.  By  June,  1963  freshmen  will  be  required  to  present  at  least  two 
units  in  mathematics  as  specified  above. 

Applicants  who  are  graduates  of  non-accredited  high  schools  may  be 
admitted  by  certificate  and  satisfactory  scores  on  entrance  examinations. 

Applicants  must  have  made  satisfactory  scores  on  the  Scholastic  Ap- 
titude Test  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  which  may  be 
taken  in  the  junior  or  senior  year  of  high  school. 

Students  who  transfer  from  other  colleges  or  universities  must  furnish 
official  transcript  of  records  from  institutions  previously  attended.  These 
transcripts  must  show  eligibility  to  return  to  the  latest  institution  at- 
tended and  an  average  grade  of  at  least  "C"  on  all  work  attempted. 
Courses  satisfactorily  completed  in  other  accredited  colleges  are  evaluat- 
ed in  terms  of  the  curriculum  selected  at  Appalachian. 

ADMISSION  PROCEDURE 

Students  who  wish  to  be  considered  for  admission  to  the  College  as 
freshmen  will  obtain  from  the  Office  of  the  Registrar  an  application 
package,  consisting  of  an  application  form,  medical  examination  report 
form,  high  school  principal's  certificate  and  recommendation  form,  and 
instructions  for  completing  and  submitting  these   forms. 

Applicants  should  request  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board 
to  send  results  of  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  to  the  Registrar. 

Students  who  desire  to  transfer  to  Appalachian  from  other  colleges 
will  obtain  from  the  Office  of  the  Registrar  an  application  package  con- 
sisting of  an  application  form,  medical  examination  form,  dean  of  men 
or  dean  of  women  recommendation  form,  and  instructions  for  completing 
and  submitting  these  forms. 

Graduates  of  junior  colleges  must  complete  at  least  90  quarter  hours 
with  at  least  a  2.00  quality  point  ratio  at  Appalachian. 
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After  all  papers  have  been  filed  and  evaluated,  a  statement  of  eligibi- 
lity for  admission  or  a  statement  of  shortages  to  be  removed  before  ad- 
mission can  be  approved  will  be  sent  to  the  applicant. 

Approved  applicants  who  expect  to  live  on  campus  should  send  to  the 
Office  of  the  Vice-President  and  Comptroller  a  room  reservation  fee  of 
$20.  Rooms  will  be  assigned  in  the  order  in  which  reservation  are  re- 
ceived. 

A  personal  interview  with  an  authorized  representative  of  the  Col- 
lege and  a  visit  to  the  campus  are  advisable  and  beneficial  to  the  student 
and  the  College. 

All  applicants  for  admission  will  be  notified  promptly  by  mail  of  the 
decision  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions  concerning  their  applications. 

Prior  to  the  date  of  registration,  information  such  as  room  assign- 
ment, opening  date,  orientation  program,  Student  Handbook,  student's 
faculty  adviser  will  be  sent  to  students. 


ACADEMIC  REQUIREMENTS  AND  REGULATIONS 

Appalachian  operates  on  the  quarter  system  with  the  regular  college 
year  divided  into  three  quarters.  The  summer  session  is  divided  into 
two  six-week  terms.  Students  receive  course  credit  toward  graduation 
on  the  basis  of  quarter  hours. 

The  College  awards  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  and  the  Master 
of  Arts   degree. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  BACHELOR'S  DEGREE 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science   is  conferred   upon   students  who 
have: 

1.  Completed  195  quarter  hours  with  at  least  390  quality  points,  one  to 
two  ratio,  with  each  additional  quarter  hour  requiring  two  additional 
quality  points. 

2.  Complied  with  specific  course  distribution  and  requirements. 

3.  Satisfied  residence   requirements. 

4.  Attended  College  Assembly  in  accordance  with  regulations. 

5.  Demonstrated  proficiency  in  written  and  spoken  English. 

6.  Taken  the  National  Teacher  Examination. 

7.  Settled  all  College  accounts  and  returned  all  equipment  and  books. 

8.  Proven  satisfactory  citizenship    in   the   College   community. 


STANDARDS  OF  SCHOLARSHIP 

In  all  work  done  for  the  degree  scholarly  performance  is  expected. 
The  student  is  expected  to  demonstrate  academic  competency,  intellec- 
tual honesty  and  responsibility,  a  willingness  to  do  more  than  the  mini- 
mum required,  the  ability  to  think  critically  and  constructively.
